of much value as far south as Virginia. In the ex- 
treme Southern States, new varieties originated 
there are found to succeed best. So far south as 
North Carolina, it is not probable that any of our 
torts would prove winter apples exeept our longest 
| keepers, The Newtown Pippin, Hnglish Russet, 
| Tewtshury Blush, Willow Twigg, of Ohio, Rawie’s 
| Jannet, amd Pryor's Red, would probably succeed 
| well. The latter, which proves a good winter 
| apple in Western New York, would probably be- 
| come a late autumn variety in North Carolina. 

Arnicots.—A correspondent in Virginia inquires 
how apricots succeed when budded on young peach 
trees; and which are the best varieties 7 

We have found the apricot to sueceed well when 
budded on the peach at the surface of the ground. 
When the tree is transplanted, it showld be set a 
little lower, to exclude the eggs of the peach worm. 
It is bardly necessary to say that the peech stocks 
should be healthy and entirely free, constitutionally 
or otherwise, from the yellows. The plum is 
usually preferred as « stock for apricots, but we 
have not found thet striking superiority which 
some authors have described. 

The best standard varietics are, the Breda, re- 
markable for vigor and productiveness; the Feock 
and Moor pord, for large size and fine quality; the 
Black, for its extreme hardiness (equal to that of 
an apple-tree,) though second im quality; and the 
Large Early, rather new in this country, for its 
early maturity. 

Mvicuine Faoit Taees.—A correspondent of 
the Horticulturist planted i150 trees in an orchard 
im very good, but rather dry sou. All were planted 
with equal care, but a third of them were madched, 
or the surtace of the ground when planted covered 
with six anches of litter. Those thus treated al! 
lived; but fifteen of those not mulched died in the
